. TALS AND NEW WBETMIneTSE ROAD. 


Mr. Nelson moved that « respectful address 
be presented to His Excellency the Governor 
praying for the construction of a wagon road 
from New Westminster to Yale, and that a 
sum of money be placed upon the estimates 
for the commencement of the work. Ia ask- 
ing for the support of the House, be did not 
underestimate the itude of the work. 
He expected the usual reply of vo funds. 
From the importance of the work a commence- 
ment should be made; an immense amount 
of money had been expended onthe construc- 
tion of one of the finest roads on the conti- 
nent, that from Yale to Cariboo ; but during 
a great portion of the year, the amount spent, 
was rendered unproductive from the want of 
continuous communication dating the winter. 
The mover depicted the dangers and difficul- 
ties experienced in navigating the Fraser dur- 
ing that season, to prove the necessity of the 
work. Another reason was, that the road 
would pass through one of the finest farmiag 
districts in the Colony, and in the winter 
would enable the furmers to send their pro- 
duce to market. Mr. Nelson referred to '62, 
when the people of Yale and the country 
around, came almost to the point of gtarva- 
tion tor the went of communication with the 
lower country. The matier was brought up 
at every session of the Council, but had never 
been carried out. In reply to the Collector 
of Customs, be was uot scientifically able to 
say how much the road would cost. He did 
ot expecta sufficient amount to construct 
the road throughout, bat be would ask that 
provision for a commencement, be mad.. 

Mr. DeCosmos seconded the motion, by 
reason of the great mportaace of the object, 
and in view ot the near approach of Confed- 
eration, wheo thére woilld ve plenty of money. 
It was necessary to coostruct the road and 
keep up uninterrupted communication be- 
tween Yale and Victofia tor the supply of 
stock and produce. ( 

Dr. Helwcken thougbt the bon. members 
were anticipating @ little; he would propose 
an amendment—suggested by the Hon. W. 
Hamley—‘wheo meaus be at the disposal of 
the governmeat,"’ 

Hon. Dr. Carrall could not vote for the 
resolution, althongh admitting its impor- 
tance, and had bad Jate experience of the diffi- 
culty in travelling over the ruute. But there 
were wore pressing Wants to be sutisfied. 
He referred to the petition before tue Coun- 
cil, having for its object the opeving of com- 
mucvicatioa from Quesnellemouth to the Om- 
ineca new go!d fields, which was a more iw- 
portant demand on the exchequer. 

Mr. Trutch cid not think a wagon road re- 
quired at present; a good trail would be 
sufficient aad was urgently required, A road 
was desirabletif means wereathand. A large 
sum had been expended on the sleigh road, in 
connection with the telegraph line, but he 
did’nt think the Coloay got a return for that 
expenditure. Last year (during bis absence) 
$600 were expended on the route, but the 
parts most required were neglected. It was 
the intention to improve the trail betwees 
Hope and Sumass. This year,’ $2,000 is 
placed upon the estimates for the work, and 
ifvoted, and expended where wished last year, 
it would erable settlers to drive their cattle 
over it all seasons of the yeat and during the 
close of navigation. He would not anticipate 
the powers and rights of a representative 
House under Confederation—he would leave 
the road to them. 

Mr. Bunster would vote for the road, as 
there was very little difference in time or la- 
bor in the cutting of a trail and opening a 
road. Particularly as there was no amount 
asked, he would vote for it.

RESPONSIGLE GOVERNMENT, 

Mr. DeCosmos ia accordance with notice 
given at last meeting of the Houses moved 
tbat ‘that portion of the speech of ffis Ex- 
cellency the Goversor, respecting \Mesponsi- 
ble Government be takea inte consideration 
ia Semaitien of the Whole.” Mr. rome 
hoped that in order to carry out the inten. 
tions in regard to Responsible Govérnment as 
expressed in the ih referred to, that the 
House would resolve itself inte Committee of 
the Whole, for the consideration of the 
question. He was prepared with a resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Nathan seconded. 

Mr. Trutch--Would it not be shorter to 
discuss it in open House. 

Mr. DeCosmos was willing to accede to the 
seggestion. 

Hon. Dr. Helmcken would move an amend- 
ment in order to save the time of the House, 
although he did not think Responsible Gov- 
ernment would work well even after Cenfed- 
eration. He would not oppose it ‘now, and 
he thought the amendment he was about to 
offer would meet the views of the House, viz: 
“ That the Governor be respectfully request- 
ed to send down to the House in accordance 
with the information contained in his inau- 
gural address a bill to enlarge the number of 
popular members, excluding nominated 
from this Council go as to enablea new Leg 
islative\body and the form of administration 
known as\Respocsible Government to come 
inte operation at the first ses-jion of the Legis- 
lature, subsequently to the Usion of this 
Colony with Canada.”’ 

The amendment was seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Hamley. ‘ 

Me. DeCosmos was desirous that Respon- 
sible Government should be inaugurated 
simulianeously with Confederition and not

Hoa. Dr. Helmcken argued that it was im- 
possible and impracticable ‘to get Responsi- 
ble Government.

He looked on Mr. De 
Cosmus ution as impracticable in its 
notion, nor did he think with the chief Com- 
missioner, that eight-tenths of the people 
favored Responsible Government. Many of 
the most intelligent and wealthy have grave 
doubts of the successful working of Respon- 
sible Government in this Colony. That a 
large majority demand it, he did not doubt, 
and so he would vote for the ameadment as 
the most practicable, 

Mr. Nelson moved for an adjournment of 
the debate until Monday. Lost by 8 votes. 

Mr. DeCosmos warmly charged the govern- 
ment with seeking to entrap tho representa- 
tive members of the House. The resolation 
offered by the member for the city (Hon. Dr. 
Helmcken) is oue be bas aright to offer; but as 
one of the representatives of the government, 
he takes a course to injure the great question 
of Responsible Governwent. The mild course 
he (Mr. DeCosmos) suggested, to go into 
Committee of the Whole, to canvass the ques- 
tion and arrive at harmonious conclusion, 
would have prevented any collision witg 
the representative members. If be wish- 
ed to\avoid a collision ‘with the rep- 
resentative members, he would advise the,hon. 
gentleman to withdraw his amendment. 

Dr. Helmcken replied that there would be 
plenty of time to discuss the question. He 
was simply asking to bging dowa a bill to 
provide for Reepousible Government, too. 

Mr. DeCosmos urged that the amenument 
be withdrawn. The point was, the difference 
of opinion as to “simultaneously” or “sub- 
sequently.” He maintaindd that Re- 
sponsible Government. could be intro- 
duced simultaneonsly with Confedera- 
tion. (How?) Before the first day of March 
a bill could be given as asked for, six weeks 
afterwards—the 151b of April—voters could 
be registered.

Mr. Trutch—You can get no bill to pro- 
vide for representation until after Confedera- 
tien—it is contrary to the Govervor’s iustruc- 
tions. 

Dr. Helmcken—You could not get Her 
Majesty's assent in time. 


Mr. DeCosmos continued at some length, 
to the effect that the Executive is censurabie 
if it desiredto postpone the wishes of the 

le. The Executive ought to buve been 
pared on the question, and he maintained 
the Executive had the power. 

Mr. Trutch—The bill would not come inte 
force uatil after Confederstion, not before in 
avy case. The representative bill is depen- 
deat upon Confederation. 

Some members of the House argued that 
the Governor had the power to chunge the 
present coastitution of the House, notwith- 
standing it might be contrary to hig instrac— 
tions. Other bon. gentlemen maintained 
that the Governor had not the power, and 
that he could be removed for so doing. 

The Speaker—Tbe Governur is not allowed 
to assent to any bill having for its object a 
cbenge ia the constitution.

Hon, Mr. Phillippo would vote for Respon- 
sible Government, if the people desired it . 
even if at @ personal loss, he would not 
stand in ite way. If the question were well 
considered, hon. gentlemen would see the 
impossibility of baving it simoltaneously 
with Union. The Colony could not go in 
with the present Execative Council, and 
there is no power in the Colony to remove 
certain membera from it; that would have to 
be done from home. Suppose, too, a Bill 
were passed, it wovld have tc go home for 
assent. It would be impossible to get all 
the machinery into operation before Jul 
next. If Confederation were postponed, h 
might be practicable ; but Responsible Gov- 
eroment hinges upon the terms of Confedera- 
tion.
